Week ended July 11, there were 28 deaths from cholera, 29 from 
plague, and 7 from smallpox in Calcutta. In Bengal during the same 
period there were 32 cases of plague with 31 deaths, and throughout 
India there were 569 cases of plague with 453 deaths.
